thet men happy, and thy ſelſe miſerable. This is 
no wore then that which may be, this is malum 
venturum, an euill to come. 

To come a little neeret home; Should things 
fall out ſo? (which yet God forbid) that though 
the City cried out of her gates to the Country, 
as the man did to au, Come out of Macedonia, 
& help vs in the City, Act. 16. 9. and the Country 
ſhould call from her fuburbs and graunges, to 
the City, For the loue of God, lend vs your hand 
in the City, and helpe vs in the Country; Should 
there fall out to bee ſuch a viciſſitude of com- 
plaints betweene them, and yet tie City neither 
able to ſupply the Country with her ſweerneſle, 
nor the Country the City with her fatneſſe, for 
feare of Mors in olli, bitterneſſe in the end ho 
would not ſay that this were Matum vemurum 
with a witneffe? Aud yet fuch an enill to 
come, is now feard of the wileſt, The thing that 
hath beene, it is that which ſhall be, ſaich Sa/o- 
mon, and that which is done, is that which ſhalt

Sunne, not in ſperir, but hath beene done in one 
kind or other before we were borne; and may be
